Recently, there have been news accounts of persons repeat- 
ing or rebroadcasting conversations between aircraft pilots 
and air traffic controllers. The newspapers, radio and TV 
all reported about a"ham radio operator" telling what he had 
heard on the December Chicago crash. It has been especial - 
ly bad when broadcast stations rebroadcast actual live con- 
versations of hijackings in progress. The FCC is clamping 
down on these people and they should. 


The Communications Act of 1933 FORBIDS this. The follow- 
ing are parts of Section 605. "--and no person not being 
authorized by the sender shall intercept any communication 
and divulge or publish the existence, contents, substance, 
purport, effect or meaning of such intercepted communica- 
tion to any person; ---and no person having received such 
intercepted communication or having become acquainted with 
the contents, substance, purport, effect, or meaning of the 
same or any part thereof, knowing that such information was 
so obtained, shall divulge or publish the existence, contents, 
substance, purport, effect or meaning of the same or any 
information therein contained for his own benefit or for the 
benefit of another not entitled thereto: PROVIDED, That 
this section shall not apply tothe receiving, divulging, pub- 
lishing or utilizing the contents of any radio communication 
broadcast, or transmitted by amateurs or others for the use of 
the general public, or relating to ships in distress." 


The penalty is stiff. Up to$10,000fine and one year in pri- 
son may be imposed. The complete Section 605 is in the 
ARRL License Manual. TAKE HEED!!!

REPEATER PROGRESS REPORT 


The location of the new club repeater (to operate on 146.04/146.64) has been a topic of considerable conversation and some dis- 
agreement in past weeks. In order to provide the membership with more objective information upon which to base a decision, 

the Repeater Committee conducted tests from both sites under consideration with identical tranceivers. (The two sites under con- 
sideration were the top of the Capitol Towers Building on Six Forks Road and the Bayleaf CATV Tower.) Under actual operating 
200 feet up on the Bayleaf tower proved vastly superior to the other location. With 1-1/2 watts, a mobile station in Danville 
was worked simplex and the Grifton repeater was easily reached. 


Two other important advantages of the Bayleaf site were noted. The first was reduced rental cost compared to Capitol Towers, 
and, second, side mounting the antennas below the peak of the Bayleaf tower will provide a measure of lightning protection. 
(RDU's TV antenna on top of Capitol Towers was wiped out during a recent electrical storm.) 
Upon motion and after discussion, a vote of the membership was taken and Bayleaf was adopted as the new repeater site. The re- 
peater committee remains open to your comments and suggestions.

LICENSE FEES GOING UP AGAIN? erman, W4TZU 


For a Christmas present, the FCC has issued notice of proposed rulemaking to up various of its fees. Broadcasting will take the 
blount of the increase. Amateur licenses are proposed to go from $9 to $10 for new and renewals, $4 to $5 for modifications with~ 
out renewal. There will be no change in the exemption for novices. 


These are application fees, not license fees. It costs the same amount to fail an exam as to pass one! And the money goes to the 
general fund of the United States for Congress to appropriate as they see fit todo. The Federal Aviation Administration does not 
charge fees for pilots applications or licenses. 


The FCC can set fees and they have no controlling group to approve them. It's just the same as the telephone company setting 
their own fees without any controls. The FCC has a monopoly, and they tell the telephone company some of the fees it can 
charge. Amateurs will have to write their Congressmen and Senators to put the brakes on the FCC, since they have ignored all 
comments on past proposals for fees.
